For neatly four months 
we havo crept home in the evene- 
ings through dark strects, have 
closed. up our houses like prisons 
from five o'clock In’ the afternoon 
until the next morning, and hustled 
through our shopping s0 as to reach - 
home before. the darkness falls. \ 


_ Now all that is over! It fs ight 
now until seven o'clock, and with 
every week that passes, “black-out” 
time will come later still, Pcople 
ean get home from their work in

wilt the leaving of one's torch, at . 
home appedr in the light of a major 
disaster, nor shall we worry if the.
